VOLUME OF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1933 


COMPARISON WITH 1932 AND WITH AVERAGES FOR 1909-13 AND 1924-29 
(EXCEPT 1926) 


The chart on the opposite page traces, month by 
month, the volume of our imports and exports in 1933 
and 1932, the values represented being those calculated 
on the basis of the prices prevailing in the year 1930. 
The recorded values of the imports and exports have 
been converted in the manner outlined in the article 
on the volume of trade appearing on page 128 of the 
last issue of the “* B.T.J.,’’ allowance being made for 
changes in the average values which have occurred in 
the course of each year. The information relates to 
total imports and to British exports, the course of the 
re-export trade not being traced on the chart. 


The chart also shows the averages for the years 1924 
to 1929 (except 1926) on the basis of the prices pre- 
vailing in 1930, together with, as on previous occasions, 
averages for the five years 1909 to 1913 after making 
estimated allowances for the effects of the separation 
of the Irish Free State on the recorded values of the 
external trade of the United Kingdom. The year 1926 
has been omitted owing to the very abnormal trade 
in that year consequent upon the General Strike and 
the prolonged stoppage of coal production. 

Trade figures for any one month of any year are 
necessarily liable to accidental variations. The com- 
paratively steady trend of the monthly averages for 
the five years 1909 to 1915 and 1924 to 1929 (except 
1926), particularly when allowance is made for the 
differences in the number of days in the months, indi- 
cates that, in the averages for these periods, such 
accidental variations have been smoothed out. It will 
be noted that the Easter and Whitsun holidays appear 
to have affected the trade of April and of June to a 





greater extent in the post-war period than in 1909 
to 1913, possibly due to the practice in more recent 
years of making some extension of the holiday period 
as compared with pre-war years. 

The import curve based on post-war averages is very 
similar in shape to that based on pre-war averages. 
The volume of imports falls during the spring and 
summer, reaches the lowest point in August or Sep- 
tember, rises sharply in October, and is highest in the 
winter months. 


As regards exports, it will be seen that the pre-war 
averages show some increase in the volume of exports 
throughout the year. The post-war averages, on the 
other hand, would seem to indicate a definite increase 
in the volume of exports in October and a general slight 
downward trend until the following September. 


Abnormal imports in anticipation of the imposition 
of duties caused a very substantial increase in the 
volume of imports in February, 1932, followed by 4 
sharp decline for two months. The usual low point in 
the late summer occurred in that year earlier than 
usual, in July, and the subsequent normal increase 
did not, as usual, continue to the end of the year. In 
1933, contrary to the usual tendency, imports in- 
creased during the first half of the year, and the normal 
seasonal increase in the autumn was not quite 80 
marked as usual. 


Exports in 1983 tended to increase throughout the 
year, this movement being contrary to the usual trend 
from January to September. The steady increase from 
June to November is very marked.

Aggregate coal output in November increased in all 
the countries for which particulars are given in the 
above table except France, where there was a slight 
decrease. Measured as percentages the increases were 
as follows: —Poland, 6:1; United Kingdom, 4°38; United 
States, 3°0; Saar District, 2°3; Belgium, 2°2; Germany, 
2:0. In Germany and in Poland the November output 
was the highest since October and December, 1931, 
respectively. In Belgium, Germany, Poland, the 
United States, and the United Kingdom coal output 
was higher than in November, 1932, while in France 
and the Saar District it was slightly lower; only in the 
ease of Poland, however, did the difference exceed 
2 per cent.

Daily output of coal increased in all the countries 
for which particulars are shown, as follows :—Poland, 
10°3 per cent.; Germany, 8°3 per cent.; France, 7°4 per 
cent.; United States, (bituminous) 81 per cent.; 
(anthracite) 63 per cent.; Belgium, 5°4 per cent. The 
figure for Germany was the highest recorded since 
February, 1931, and that for Poland the highest since 
December, 1931. Compared with a year ago, the 
daily output of anthracite in the United States was 
higher by 12°5 per cent.

During the month of November there was a reduc- 
tion in coal stocks in each of the above areas, except 
Belgium, the largest percentage declines being in 
Lower Silesia, the Saar District and the Ruhr (10'1, 
77 and 7:4 per cent. respectively).

Daily output of pig iron in the United States 
declined by 17 per cent. in November, the average 
recorded being the smallest for six months. There 
were decreases of 6°8 and 2°1 per cent. respectively 2 
the Saar District and in France, but in Germany, 
Luxemburg, the United Kingdom and Belgium daily 
output increased by 7:0, 4:0, 3°8 and 1°6 per cent. 
respectively. The daily tonnage produced in the 
United Kingdom was the highest for three years, and 
that for Germany the highest since July, 1931.

Crude steel output increased by 4:0 per cent. in the 
United Kingdom in November, the tonnage recorded 
being higher than in any month since April, 1930. 
There was a smaller increase in Germany (1°4 per 
cent.), the aggregate for the month being the highest 
since July, 1931. Belgian output recovered to the 
September level, while there was a slight increase in 
Luxemburg. In the United States, however, crude 
steel production was less than one-half of the output 
in July; the decline since that month has been con- 
tinuous, the decrease compared with October being 
27 per cent. In the Saar District and France decreases 
of 18 and 7 per cent. were recorded respectively, the 
French output being the lowest for any month since 
November of the previous year. Output was higher 
than in the corresponding month of 1932 in all the 
above mentioned countries except Belgium and 
Luxemburg, where there were declines of 12 and 23 
per cent. respectively. The percentage increases in 
the remaining countries were as follows:—United 
States, 49; United Kingdom, 47; Germany, 33; Saar 
District, 9; and France, 4.

A decrease of about 54 per cent. in the gold premium 
in November resulted in a corresponding decrease in 
the sterling equivalent of the basis export prices of 
the Continental Steel Cartel.

The increase of 2s. 6d. gold per ton for certain 
descriptions of steel referred to above applied also to 
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Belgian works. Special prices for semi-products, bars 
and thick plates continued to be quoted for the British 
market.

ACCIDENTS FROM FALLS OF GROUND 


The Safety in Mines Research Board has added another 
paper to its series of information booklets, ‘‘ What Every 
Mining Man Should Know.’’ The new issue, which is No. 6 
in the series, is entitled ‘‘ The Problem of Accidents from 
Falls of Ground.” 

More than half the deaths underground at coal mines in 
this country in 1932, and over 45,000 injuries in respect of 
which compensation was paid, resulted from falls of ground. 
The present paper is the first to be published dealing with 
the comparatively recent development of the Board’s work 
undertaken with a view to decreasing the large number of 
accidents from this cause. 

Like the previous papers, the present one is freely illus- 
trated throughout. Copies can be obtained either directly 
er through any bookseller from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C. 2, at 3d. net per copy, or £1 net 
per 100 copies.

MOVEMENT OF FLAME IN FIREDAMP 
EXPLOSIONS 


‘The Movement of Flame in Firedamp Explosions,’’ by 
H. F. Coward and R. V. Wheeler, which has just been 
published as Safety in Mines Research Board Paper No. 
82 (H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C. 2), price 1s. 6d. net, is a concise presentation 
of the results of many years’ study of the way in which 
explosions develop in firedamp-air mixtures. 

It deals first with the simplest conditions of flame pro- 
pagation, those of the ‘‘ uniform movement ’’ of flame in a 
gallery,and follows with chapters on the vibratory movement 
of flame and on flame propagation as influenced by a number 
of other factors such as openings or constrictions in the 
galleries and by turbulence of the burning mixture. 

An account is given of the studies which have been made 
of the use of wire gauzes, narrow tubes, and perforated 
plates as a means for ensuring the safety of safety lamps 
and other mining appliances. 

The final chapter is a summary of the contents of the 
Paper, and it indicates the qualifying considerations which 
have to be borne in mind in applying the experimental re- 
sults to the study and interpretation of the behaviour of a 
firedamp explosion under the more complicated conditions 
of a coal mine. 


SHIPBUILDING IN 1933 


According to Lloyd’s Register Annual Summary of Ship- 
building for 1933, there were (excluding ships of less than 
100 tons gross) launched in the world last year 330 vessels 
of 489,016 tons gross, of which 133,115 tons were in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and 355,901 tons abroad. The output 
in Great Britain and Ireland represents 27-2 per cent. of the 
total, as compared with 25-8 per cent. in 1932, 31:1 per 
cent. for 1931, and 51-2 per cent. for 1930. The output of 
the other leading countries was as follows:—Japan, 74,290 
tons; Sweden, 60,860 tons; Germany, 42,195 tons; Holland, 
35,899 tons; France, 34,073 tons; and Denmark, 34,016 tons. 

The net decrease in the world output as compared with the 
already low total for 1932 amounts to no less than 237,575 
tons. In Great Britain and Ireland there has been a de- 
crease of 54,679 tons in the tonnage launched, while abroad 
the decrease amounts to 182,896 tons. 

In Great Britain and Ireland 12 vessels, of 12,077 tons, were 
launched for owners residing abroad, or for sale, equal to 
9-1 per cent. of the total output. Seven of these vessels, of 
about 8,000 tons, will be registered in the British Dominions 
overseas. 

The world launches for the year include 29 vessels of over 
6,000 tons each, of which only four exceed 10,000 tons each. 

The total tonnage of steamers launched in the world is 
141,738 tons, 83,481 tons (58-9 per cent.) having been 
launched in Great Britain and Ireland, and 58,257 tons 
(41-1 per cent.) in countries abroad. 


MororsHIPS AND O11 TANKERS 


The total tonnage of motorships launched in the world is 
337,821 tons, 47,825 tons (14-2 per cent.) having been 
launched in Great Britain and Ireland, and 289,996 tons 
(85-8 per cent.) in countries abroad. 

During the year, there were launched five vessels of about 
19,000 tons, which are to be fitted with steam turbines—in 
four cases in association with reduction gearing—and nine 
vessels of about 11,500 tons with a combination of steam

reciprocating engines and low pressure turbines. In Great 


Britain and Ireland there were launched three turbine 


vessels of 5,190 tons. 

Last year 12 oil tankers, of 82,675 tons—excluding vessels 
of less than 1,000 tons—were launched. All these were 
launched abroad, and, with the exception of one steamer, of 
1,080 tons, are motorships. 

Of the steam tonnage launched in the world—141,738 tons 
—about 21,000 tons refer to steamers fitted to burn oil fue] 
under the boilers. 





SHIPBUILDING DURING THE YEAR 


Lloyd’s Register Quarterly Returns show that at the open. 
ing of the year 1933 the tonnage being built throughout the 
world was 765,720 tons. Since then there has been a slight 
decrease, the figures for the end of December being 757,277 
tons, thus showing a reduction of 8,443 tons as compared 
with December, 1932. In Great Britain and Ireland there 
has been an increase of 106,044 tons, the decrease in 
countries abroad being 114,487 tons. 

At the beginning of 1934 only two countries had more 
than 100,000 tons of shipping under construction, viz.:— 
Great Britain and Ireland, 331,541 tons, and Japan, 106,760 
tons. Next in order were:—France, 90,656 tons; Sweden, 
64,640 tons; Holland, 40,540 tons; and Spain, 35,724 tons, 

In view of the present figures of tonnage under construc- 
tion, and taking into account the fact that the amount of 
tonnage laid down during 1933, as shown in Lloyd’s Register 
Quarterly Returns, has exceeded by 28,000 tons the tonnage 
launched during the year, the position of the shipbuilding 
industry throughout the world shows some signs of slight 
improvement, though this is principally due to the increased 
activity in Great Britain and Ireland. 


VESSELS CLASSED BY LuLoyp’s REGISTER 


Of the merchant vessels launched during 1933, 134 of 
293,991 tons (90 vessels of 98,829 tons in Great Britain and 
Ireland, and 44 of 195,162 tons abroad) were being built 
under the survey of the Society with a view to classification 
in Lloyd’s Register Book. 

Attention is specially drawn to the figures in Table No. 8 
and to the double line in the diagram showing the tonnage 
of new vessels classed by Lloyd’s Register during each 
calendar year for the last thirty-four years. A notable 
feature disclosed by these figures is that the average ton- 
nage of new vessels classed by the Society for that long 
period (1900-33) amounts to 1,578,633 tons per annum. The 
mean for the last five years is 1,179,512 tons, in which figure 
the influence of the current unparalleled depression is 
necessarily reflected.

Crop CoNnDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, January 20.—Rain has fallen in parts of the 
south of the Presidency. The transplanting and sowing of 
paddy is proceeding in the Carnatic and central districts. 
Standing crops have been affected in North Arcot by want of 
rain and by a cyclone in South Arcot; otherwise their con- 
dition is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, January 24.—There has been light rain 
in Shahabad, Saran, Purnea, the Santhal Perganas, and 
Hazaribagh. The condition of standing crops, including 
sugarcane, is good. The harvesting of winter paddy is now 
completed and threshing continues. The harvesting and 
threshing of sugarcane are also going on. Planting is going 
on in Cuttack. Owing to the severe earthquake no reports 
have been received from Champaran, Muzaffarpur, and 
Monghyr. 

Punjab, January 22.—The weather has been dry and rain 
is needed. The condition of standing crops is average to 
good in irrigated areas and under average to average in 
unirrigated areas. Frost is damaging crops at Lahore, 
Hissar and Sialkot. 

Central Provinces, January 20.—The weather has been 
clear and cold. The condition of standing rabi crops is 
good. Cotton picking and harvesting of juar is being 
completed. 

Bengal, January 29.—The weather has been dry. The 
preparation of land for autumn crops continues. The har- 
vesting of winter rice is over. Standing crops are in fair 
condition. 

Assam, January 29.—The weather has been seasonable

Gold production in the Dominion last year amounted to 
2,945,070 fine ozs., as against 3,044,387 fine ozs. in the pre- 
vious year. The value of production at the standard rate of 
20-671834 dollars per fine oz. was 60,880,000 dollars, prac- 
tically all of which was refined at the Royal Canadian Mint 
at Ottawa.

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1933 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, imports 
and exports (both including specie) during the month under 
review amounted in value to £1,854,223 and £2,378,855, as 
compared with £1,847,532 and £2,401,178, respectively, in 
October, 1932, while the totals for the first ten months of 
last year were £17,578,487 and £34,217,648, as against 
£18,913,231 and £31,087,830, respectively, in the corre- 
sponding period of 1932. 

The recorded value of imports of merchandise during Octo- 
ber last (£1,854,223) was equivalent to £1,796,000 in sterling 
or £2,245,000 in New Zealand currency. This figure repre- 
sents a slight decrease as compared with the September 
figure. 

Exports during October (£2,378,855) showed a decrease of 
£22,323 as compared with a year earlier. Quantities of wool 
and frozen meat exported during the month under review 
were Jess than was the case in October, 1932, while the 
butter exported was slightly less, lower prices counteracting 
a slight increase in quantity exported as compared with 
October, 1932. For the cumulative period of ten months 
ended October 31 last, exports of merchandise totalled 
£33,921,616 in New Zealand currency, slightly over £4 
million in excess of the total for the same period of 1932.

BELGIAN CONGO 


THE ECONOMIC SITUATION 


Since the date of the last Report on the Belgian Congo 
published in this series (June, 1926) much has happened in 
this section of Africa, as throughout the world, and it must 
be the object of the present *Report, writes H.M. Consul- 
General at Leopoldville, to attempt to follow the rapid 
development of the Colony to a peak of almost palpitating 
prosperity in 1929 and the beginning of 1930 (when the 
tables at cafés and hotels served as ‘‘ exchanges ”’ for the 
frenzied buying and selling of existent and non-existent 
produce at boom prices) to its subsequent abrupt plunge 
into the flood of depression and distress; until, at the end 
of 1932, the palmy days of three years before seemed to be 
but a dream and the situation had become one of almost 
overwhelming economic and social difficulty. 


The general policy of the colonial administration has 
been, perhaps, too ambitious and, to the present-day by- 
stander, it may appear that expansion has been forced at too 
great a pace. 


The result at any rate is an extremely urgent need for 
drastic redressment, financial, commercial and administra- 
tive. This is being tackled at the moment in a courageous 
manner, but some years will probably be required before a 
sense of stability can be felt, and colonists breathe freely 
once more after adjusting their methods, plans and ambi- 
tions to a more modest but still adequate scale. 


TRADE AND FRENCH COLONIAL RaILwAY COMPETITION 


Ten years ago the balance of trade was in favour of the 
Colony to the extent of 161,913,769 francs, imports being 
then valued at 390,098,015 frs. Not until 1931 and 1932, 
and then only fortuitously, was the balance of trade again 
favourable to the Belgian Congo. 


While the slump is attributed locally to world-conditions, 
there are other factors responsible to some extent: the pro- 
gramme of internal expansion, which has had to be curtailed 
at an inopportune moment, and developments beyond the 
actual borders of the Belgian Congo, which are having and 
must have an increasing effect on the general import and 
export movement of the Colony, and thus on its general 
commercial well-being.

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The new railway in French Equatorial Africa, connecting 
the port of Pointe Noire on the west coast with the present 
capital of that important Colony, Brazzaville, is one such 
possible adverse factor. Brazzaville is situated immediately 
opposite Leopoldville across the River Congo (Stanley Pool) 
and shares with the Belgian Congo capital the position of 
terminus above the rapids for all river traffic coming down- 
stream from the interior of either Colony. 


Hitherto the products of French Equatorial Africa reach- 
ing Brazzaville (just as for Belgian Congo produce) were 
largely conveyed to the Lower Congo for shipment on ocean- 
going vessels by the Belgian railway from Leopoldville to 
Matadi (the Belgian port at the head of ocean navigation 
below the rapids). The same was, of course, equally true 
for goods imported to the Belgian Congo or French Equa- 
torial Africa. Now the Matadi-Leopoldviile Railway has 
ceased to be of vital importance to the neighbouring Colony. 


Except for one central section where tunnelling is proving 
rather stubborn, the new line is now practically finished 
(motor lorries provide adequate connection between the two 
rail-heads) and since the beginning of 1932 much of the 
cargo and most passengers formerly passing through Matadi 
and Leopoldville have been routed by the ‘‘ Congo-Ocean 
Railway.’”’ A new loan of 280 million frs. has just been 
voted by Parliament for the completion of this important 
line. 


Some 400 million French frs. are to be expended on har- 
hour works at Pointe Noire, and already the passenger 
steamers of the Bordeaux-Congo service of the Chargeurs 
Reunis make Pointe Noire their terminus instead of Matadi. 


GOVERNMENT STIMULUS TO TRADE 


In order to foster production by reducing costs of con- 
veyance to the coast, as well as to induce traffic over Belgian 
lines to Antwerp, the Government decided in 1931 to assume 
responsibility for the deficits of river transport companies’ 
losses, provided such companies were Government-controlled. 
The State aid took the form of advances (nominally loans) 
calculated in proportion to the companies’ expenses and 
losses incurred by transporting produce at especially-reduced 
tariffs fixed by the Government for certain classes of pro- 
duce (‘‘ degrévements massifs ’’). Relief was to be given on 
a basis that the annual profit-and-loss accounts amount to a 
deficit, reckoning only general expenses, normal amortisa- 
tions and interest charges in the ‘ Dr.’’ account. 


In addition a system of ‘‘ connaissements directs ’’ (direct 
bills of lading) has been established to foster the shipping of 
goods by all-Belgian routes. This system covers all charges 
and includes dock, sea, rail and river transport by ‘‘ national 
lines ’’ at an inclusive and advantageous rate. 


Apart from the attempted stimulus to trade in the matter 
of transport facilities, the Congo Government has taken 
various other steps to favour and protect Colonial commerce. 
Further, a consultative office called ‘‘ Office de la Produc- 
tion ’’ was established in 1932 to ‘ advise the Governor- 
General on all production questions which may be submitted 
to it and to elaborate production projects and regulations.’’ 
This office is said to have proved its value already, and to 
have led to a distinct increase in the production of palm 
kernels and oil. In 1933 it was decided to create an econo- 
mic Commission in each province to co-operate with and 
report to this consultative office on the individual problems 
of the provinces. 


BritisH TRADE WITH THE BELGIAN Conco 


A table in the Report giving total imports into the Belgian 
Congo by countries of origin (1926-32) shows that the United 
Kingdom and the British Empire, up to and including 1930, 
easily shared more than half the total volume of the import 
trade of the Belgian Congo. In 1931, almost entirely owing 
to a heavy reduetion in the importation of Rhodesian coal 
(66,585 tons in 1931, against 242,904 tons in 1930), the 
Empire ceased to hold this preponderant position, although 
still retaining pride of place as main importers to the 
Colony. 


With regard to the import trade from the United Kingdom 
alone, the greatest drop occurred in 1926, when we lost the 
bulk of the patent fuel trade which, up till then, we had been 
sharing with Belgium. In that year imports of briquettes 
from the United Kingdom fell from 36,715 tons in 1925 to 
only 2,500 tons, after which the United Kingdom ceased to 
figure in the list to the almost entire advantage of Belgium ; 
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Germany and Holland appearing once each as importers of 
7,000 and 500 tons, respectively. 


In the remainder of the ‘‘ raw materials’’ category the 
United Kingdom made steady progress, passing from 217 
tons in 1925 to 1,907-8 tons in 1931. 


In the manufactured products class, the United Kingdom 
has lost ground since 1925 mainly in printed cotton goods, 
dyed goods and ‘‘ other confections,’’ although as regards 
printed goods the position in 1931 was distinctly better 
than in 1930 and still nearly double the 1924 figure. In 
regard to cotton goods, there is still a reasonable opening 
for British khaki, americani and indigo drills, which are 
sold in satisfactory competition with the local product. 


Sheet steel, sheet iron, hardware, machinery and machine 
tools have also diminished considerably in importation, but 
this is, of course, largely due to the abrupt arrest in con- 
structional and industrial effort. 


On the other hand, the United Kingdom has gained sub- 
stantially on chemicals, lingerie, men’s clothing, motor-car 
tyres, hand tools, bicycles, and haberdashery. In foodstuffs 
and beverages British progress has been steady and assured, 
although, except in beverages, a decline was registered in 
1931 and 1932 owing to the departure of a large percentage 
of the white population, most of whom are purchasers of 
British alimentary products in one form or another.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN DECEMBER, 1933 


The Statistical Department of the Ministry of Finance 
announces that the total imports into Egypt in the month 
ended December 31, 1933, were valued at £E.2,549,549, as 
compzred with £E.2,610,536 in the corresponding month of 
1932; exports (including cotton) amounted to £E.3,511,741, 
as compared with £E.3,455,788, cotton accounting for 
£E.2,909,181, as against £EH.2,114,405.—Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


FINLAND 


IMPORTS FROM GREAT BRITAIN, 
JANUARY—NOVEMBER, 1933 


(From the British Commercial Secretary) 


HELSINGFORS. 

Imports into Finland from the United Kingdom during 
the eleven months ended November 30, 1933, amounted to 
732-9 million Finnish marks, as compared with 576 million 
mks. in the corresponding period of 1932. This was more 
than the figures for the whole years of 1930, 1931 and 1932. 
The share of the United Kingdom in Finland’s imports 
during the first eleven months of last year was 20-5 per cent., 
as compared with 18-5 per cent. in the same period of 1932. 
Imports from the United Kingdom increased last year by 
156-9 million mks. At the same time imports from Germany 
improved by 64-2 million mks., but Germany’s percentage 
share declined from 29-5 per cent. in the first eleven months 
of 1932 to 27-5 per cent. in the same period of 1933.

FORMOSAN SUGAR PRODUCTION 


(From the British Consul) 
TAMSUI, 

The second official estimate of the Formosan sugar crop 
for the 1933-4 season places production at 10,101,232 piculs 
(596,479 tons), of which 9,886,500 piculs (583,799 tons) con. 
sist of centrifugals, including plantation white, and 214,732 
piculs (12,680 tons) of brown sugar. This estimate points to 
a decrease of 393,432 piculs (23,232 tons) of centrifugals, 
and of 66,681 piculs (3,937 tons) of all classes of brown 
sugar, as compared with production for the past season, 
giving a result 1,351,850 piculs (79,827 tons) less than the 
first official estimate published in September. 

The average percentage yield is estimated at 13°53 per 
cent., as against 13-45 per cent. for the season 1932-3. 

The reason of the expected fall in production is to be found 
in the prolonged periods of drought, extending through 
April and May, and recurring again from August to October, 


POLAND 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
OCTOBER, 1933 


(From the British Commercial Secretary) 


Warsaw. 

The value of imports from the United Kingdom in Octo- 
ber, 1933, was 10,852,000 zloty, as compared with 7,412,000 
zl. in October, 1932; while exports to the United Kingdom 
in the same month amounted to 15,233,000 zl. and 14,824,000 
zl., respectively. 

Imports from the United Kingdom during the ten months 
January-October, 1933, inclusive, amounted in value to 
70,602,000 zl., as against 60,846,000 zl. a year earlier, while 
exports to the United Kingdom totalled 154,819,000 zl. and 
156,690,000 zl. respectively. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1933. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that 
imports and exports in October last were valued at 
104,352,000 zloty and 91,012,000 zl., respectively, a balance 
in favour of imports of 13,340,000 zl. The trade was 
chiefly distributed as under :—

BANGKOK. 

According to telegraphic reports from the provinces, the 
area planted in 336 districts up to the end of October last 
was 18,513,600 rai, as compared with 18,309,600 rai- in the 
same districts at the corresponding period of 1932. Reports 
have not been received from eight districts, which in 1932 
had a planted area of 238,700 rai. 

The extent of damage was reported to be 774,500 rai, as 
against 473,700 rai a year earlier. 

The condition of the crop is reported as follows:—In 
twenty provinces doing well, and in forty provinces doing 
fairly well.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, JANUARY— 
SEPTEMBER, 1933 


During the first nine months of 1933 most of the chief 
imports increased in quantity, 68 out of 105 items, or 65 per 
cent., being imported in larger amounts than during the 
same period of 1932, states the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States in a Report received from the British 
Embassy at Washington. 


Measured by value, more than one-half (54 per cent.) of 
the fifty chief imports made gains. Higher prices for some 
commodities in the third quarter of last year were a factor 
in these increased values. Most of the gains were in crude 
materials and semi-manufactured products. The total im- 
ports, down 26 per cent. in value for the first five months 
of 1933, ended the first nine months of the year with an 
actual increase of 2-1 per cent., gains in June and the 
third quarter ranging from 10-9 per cent. for Junesto 80 
per cent. for July over the corresponding 1932 monthly 
figures. The total value, 1,036,765,000 dollars, was 54-8 
per cent. below the five-year average. The August import 
value of 154,981,000 dols. was the highest in 23 months— 
since October, 1931. Imports in June and again in August 
exceeded the exports for those months. 


PRINCIPAL IMPORTS 


Coffee continued the leading import. Imports for the 
first nine months of 1933 were very heavy, amounting to 
1,190,103,000 Ibs., valued at 95,862,000 dols. The quantity 
imported was 5-2 per cent. greater than in 1932 and 1-5 per 
cent. larger than the heavy average imports of the five 
years 1928-32. Imports of cane sugar continued to decline, 
the total quantity, 4,769,903,000 lbs., being 4-3 per cent. 
under the 1932 figure and 20-2 per cent. below the five-year 
average. The value, however, 91,286,000 dols., was 13:1 
per cent. greater than in 1932, owing to an increase in the 
average price from 1-61 to 1-91 cents per lb. 


During the first nine months of 1933 imports of raw silk 
amounted to 51,747,000 Ibs., or 0°5 per cent. less than in the 
same months of 1932 and 6-8 per cent. below the five-year 
average. Owing to a decline in the average import price 
from 1:58 dols. to 1-47 dols. per lb., the total value, 
76,168,000 dols., was 7-3 per cent. smaller than in 1932. 


Imports of standard newsprint paper were 6 per cent. 
under the 1932 figure and 19-2 per cent. below the five-year 
average quantity imported. On the other hand, wood pulp 
for the converting mills showed a 28-2 per cent. increase in 
quantity over 1932 and a 6°5 per cent. gain above the five- 
year average. 


The increased demand for tin brought the quantity im- 
ported up to 107,937,000 lbs., which exceeded the 1932 im- 
ports by 89:8 per cent., although still 10-2 per cent. under 
the five-year average. 


During the first nine months of last year nearly double 
the amount of raw hides and skins were imported as com- 
pared with 1932, viz., 264,972,000 lbs., or 98-1 per cent. 
above 1932, but 10 per cent. less than the five-year average. 
Furs made a gain in value of 37-7 per cent., with several 
kinds showing large increases in quantities imported. 


The small quantity of crude rubber imported, 650,262,000 
Ibs., was 8-5 per cent. under 1932 and 19-5 per cent. below 
the 1928-32 average. 


Imports of unmanufactured tobacco increased 5:5 per 
cent. in quantity over 1932 and were only 0:5 per cent. 
under the five-year average. Fertiliser imports, amounting 
to 863,000 tons, were 31-7 per cent. greater than for the 
same period of 1932, but were 40:1 per cent. below the five- 
year average. A substantial increase was recorded in im- 
ports of fish, the total being 208,126,000 Ibs., or 12-8 per 
eent. more than in 1932, but 8-1 per cent. below the 1928-32 
average. Burlaps also increased substantially. Imports 
amounted to 287,646,000 lbs., 11-2 per cent. greater than in 
1932, although 31:5 per cent. under the average for the 
nine months of the years 1928-32. Jute imports were 61 
per cent. larger than a year earlier, but 27-7 per cent. below 
the five-year average quantity. Imports of bananas de- 
clined 20-4 per cent. in quantity below the 1932 figure, and 
were 33-3 per cent. under the 1928-32 nine months’ average. 
Cocoa bean imports amounted to 402,898,000 Ibs., 16-2 per 
cent. larger than in 1932 and 17-7 per cent. above the five- 
year average quantity imports. Unmanufactured wool, the 
imports ‘of which were low in 1932, recorded an increase of 
20-5 per cent., although 10-9 per cent. below the five-year 
average. Unrefined copper imports amounted to 154,044,000

lbs. in the January-September period of 1933, a quantity 
19-6 per cent. larger than in the same period of 1932, but 
53°3 per cent. below the 1928-32 nine months’ average, 


Export TRADE 


Exports, both in quantity or by value, showed a pro- 
nounced upturn since May, 1933, with each of the four suc- 
ceeding months recording a substantial and sustained rise. 
An analysis of the figures for the nine-month period under 
review discloses that quantity gains were made by 61 out of 
102 leading exports as compared with the same period of 
1932. Measured by value, one-half of the 50 chief exports, 
nearly all manufactured products, likewise made increases. 
The total value, however, was still 59 per cent. under the 
average for the five years 1928-32. 

Exports, after a heavy decline in value, averaging 24 per 
cent. for the first five months of 1933 below the correspond- 
ing period of 1932, advanced in June and the succeeding 
months, the total value for the first nine months of 1933 
reaching a total of 1,105,076,000 dols., or 6-9 per cent. 
below the 1932 nine months’ value and 58:5 per cent. below 
the five-year average. The monthly gains ranged from 4-9 
per cent. for June to 35 per cent. for July. The September 
export value of 160,090,000 dols. was the largest in twenty- 
one months—since December, 1931. 


Unmanufactured cotton constituted 23-1 per cent. of the 
total value of exports. During the period January to Sep- 
tember last exports totalled 3,027,391,000 lbs., valued at 
250,917,000 dols., as compared with 3,157,213,000 Ibs. 
(227,665,000 dols.) during the first three quarters of 1932. 
Although the 1933 quantity was 4-1 per cent. less than the 
previous year’s record exports, the value was 10:2 per cent. 
higher. The quantity, however, exceeded the 1928-32 five- 
year average by 26°3 per cent. Unusually large purchases of 
American cotton were made by Japan, while heavy pur- 
chases were also made by Germany, the United Kingdom, 
France and Italy. 


Exports of automobiles and parts rose to 65,389,000 dols. 
from 61,795,000 dols., a gain of 5-8 per cent., notwithstand- 
ing lower prices. The September exports of 10,944 cars and 
trucks were the largest monthly shipments during the pre- 
vious twenty-nine months. In the first nine months of 1933 
52,012 passenger cars were exported, an increase of 47:8 per 
cent. above the 1932 figure, although still 68-2 per cent. 
below the five-year average. Exports of motor trucks and 
buses totalled 28,313, which exceeded the 1932 nine months’ 
shipments by 50-3 per cent., but were 63-3 per cent. below 
the 1928-32 average. Exports of airplanes and other air- 
craft totalled 325, as compared with 155 during the first 
three quarters of 1932, an increase of 109-7 per cent. over 
1932 and 1-2 per cent. over the five-year average. 


The third leading export by value was leaf tobacco. Both 
quantities and values of tobacco exports in 1933 were slightly 
under the 1932 figures. 


Exports of refined mineral oils were 19-3 per cent. smaller 
in volume than a year earlier, although the average export 
prices for most of the products were considerably lower than 
in 1932. One item only, lubricating oil, was exported in 
larger quantities, thus taking fourth place among exports 
by value—ahead of petrol. Shipments of this latter product 
increased 14-7 per cent. above 1932, but were 14-8 per cent. 
below the five-year average exports. Petrol and naphtha 
declined 29-5 per cent. below the 1932 nine months’ quantity 
and 50:3 per cent. below the five-year average. 


Crude petroleum exports in the January-September period 
of 1933 amounted to 26,755,000 barrels, a quantity 25-1 per 
cent. larger than a year earlier and 45:4 per cent. above 
the five-year average volume. 

The value of exports of machinery for the first nine 
months of 1933 declined 13 per cent. from 1932. A number 
of machinery items the exports of which by quantity were 
larger than a year earlier included a few with heavy in- 
creases: wheel tractors, radio apparatus, electric refrigera- 
tors, printing presses, type-setting machines, and office 
appliances. 

Exports of radio receivers were 50 per cent. larger than 
in 1932 and were 85°3 per cent. above the five-year average ; 
tubes increased by 35°6 per cent. over 1932 and 156-1 per 
cent. over the five-year average. Electrical household re- 
frigerator exports were 37-2 per cent. greater than a year 
earlier, but were 10-6 per cent. below the 1928-32 nine 
months’ average. On the other hand, exports of batteries, 
generators and motors declined. 

Declines were also general among industrial machinery 
exports, including power-generating machinery, conveying 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


and construction machinery, power-driven metal-working 
machinery, and textile machinery. Oil-well and refinery 
machinery exports were 15:1 per cent. larger than the 1932 
figure by value. In quantity power pumps increased 16-8 
per cent. over 1932, but were 60-5 per cent. under the five- 
year average. The value of agricultural machinery and 
implements exports was 57 per cent. larger than a year 
earlier. Wheel tractors increased 26-99 per cent. in quantity 
over 1932 and track-laying tractors 6:6 per cent. Exports 
of both kinds of tractors were 92-6 per cent. under the five- 
year average, a period when purchases by the Soviet Union 
were extraordinarily large. 


Exports of iron and steel and other metals exceeded the 
1932 value by 4 per cent. Iron and steel plates, sheets, skelp 
and strip exports, amounting to 311,021,000 lbs., were 14-2 
per cent. larger than in 1932, although 71-7 per cent. under 
the five-year average. Tubular products also were larger, 
inereasing by 21:1 per cent., but were 62-4 per cent. smaller 
than the five-year average quantity. Exports of iron and 
steel scrap continued their advance, the nine months’ ship- 
ments of 1933 being 224-7 per cent. above those in 1932 and 
82:2 per cent. above the five-year average. 


Refined copper exports amounted to 178,620,000 Ibs., or 
16-2 per cent. below 1932 and 62-4 per cent. under the 1928-32 
average. Although both boards, planks and scantlings and 
sawed timber exports were substantially larger than in the 
previous year, they were far under the quantities shipped 
abroad in the 1928-32 period. 


Chemical exports advanced in many lines. The value of 
industrial chemicals was up 0-3 per cent. above 1932; coal- 
tar products increased 47:7 per cent.; paints, pigments, and 
varnishes, 0-9 per cent.; but medicinal and pharmaceutical 
preparations declined 5-9 per cent. and fertilisers 14:5 per 
cent. in value. Measured by quantity, crude coal tar showed 
a gain of 49-3 per cent. over 1932 and 267°8 per cent. above 
the five-year average, and coal-tar pitch increased 34-7 per 
cent. above 1932 and 262-9 per cent. above the 1928-32 
average. Carbon black increased 38 per cent. over 1932 
and 46-9 per cent. above the five-year average quantity, 
while fertiliser exports were 11-8 per cent. larger, but were 
29 per cent. under the 1928-32 nine months’ figure. 


Naval stores exports increased substantially, with rosin 
making a 23 per cent. gain in quantity over 1932 and 11-9 
per cent. over the five-year average, and turpentine a 20-4 
per cent. increase above 1932 and 1:3 per cent. over the five- 
year average. 


Foodstuffs exports generally recorded a decline. The prin- 
cipal export foodstuff, lard, however, made a gain in quan- 
tity of 4-9 per cent. over 1932, although still 14-1 per cent. 
under the five-year average. Hams and shoulders increased 
23-3 per cent. above 1932, but were 27-4 per cent. below the 
five-year average quantity. Wheat exports were negligible, 
being 93 per cent. under 1932 and 94-4 per cent. under the 
average for the 1928-32 nine months’ average. Wheat flour 
was down 35°6 per cent. from 1932 and 62-8 per cent. below 
the five-year average. Fresh apples declined 40-4 per cent. 
below 1932 and 25-7 per cent. below the five-year average; 
but oranges were 10 per cent. above 1932 and were only 5-1 
per cent. under the five-year average quantity exported. 
Prunes declined 25-6 per cent. from 1932 and 19:1 per cent. 
from the 1928-32 average.

POLAND—TURKEY 
RESIDENCE CONVENTION 


The Board of Trade are informed that the ratifications 
of the Turco-Polish Residence Convention signed at Angora 
on August 29, 1931, were exchanged at Warsaw on Decem- 
ber 15 last. The Convention accordingly entered into force 
on January 14. 

The Convention is concluded for three years and will 
remain in force until one year after notice of denunciation 
by either party.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—SAUDI 
ARABIA 


COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that a provisional Commer. 
cial Agreement between the United States and the Kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia was signed on November 7 last and became 
operative on the day of signature. It is to remain in effect 
until the entry into force of a definitive treaty of commerce 
and navigation between the parties or until thirty days 
after notice of termination shall have been given by either 
party, but the United States have reserved the right to 
terminate the Agreement immediately should they be pre. 
vented by their Legislature from carrying out its terms. 


The Agreement provides that the subjects of each party 
in the territories of the other shall be received and treated 
in accordance with the recognised practices of international 
law, and in respect of their persons, possessions and rights, 
shall enjoy the fullest protection of the laws and authorities 
of the country. They are to be treated in all respects on 
terms not less favourable than the nationals of any other 
foreign country. 


In regard to import, export and other duties and charges 
affecting commerce and navigation, as well as in respect of 
transit, warehousing and other facilities, each party agrees 
to accord to the other unconditional most-favoured-nation 
treatment.

POSTPONEMENT OF DEFERRED DUTIES ON 
SHEET GLASS 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received tele- 
graphic advice from the Commonwealth Government that 
the deferred duties of 45 per cent. ad valorem under the 
British Preferential Tariff and 75 per cent. under the 
General Tariff which were to apply to plain clear sheet glass 
imported into Australia on and after February 1, 1934, have 
been postponed to May 1, 1934. 

Until the latter date, therefore, the present duties of 2s. 
per 100 square feet under the British Preferential Tariff 
and 4s. per 100 square feet under the General Tariff will 
remain in force. 





CUSTOMS DUTY, ETC., ON ADVERTISING 
MATTER 


In the issue of the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 16 last (page 
266) information was given regarding a system under which 
a combined charge is made in respect of Customs duty, 
primage duty and sales tax on advertising matter imported 
into Australia. The combined charge stated in the notice 
was id. for each quarter of an ounce or fraction of a quarter 
of an ounce (British Preferential Tariff) and 4d. for each 
one-sixth of an ounce or fraction of one-sixth of an ounce 
(General Tariff). 

According to a Tariff decision (No. 33/389), the combined 
charge under the British Preferential Tariff has been 
amended to 1d. for each one-third of an ounce or fraction of 
one-third of an ounce. (The amendment appears to be con-

TAX ON FLOUR 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia has for- 
warded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Flour Tax 
Assessment Bill, 1933,’’ which provides for the payment of a 
tax on (a) flour manufactured in Australia and sold, de- 
livered or used by the manufacturer between December 1, 
1933, and July 1, 1934; (b) flour held in stock on Decem- 
ber 1, 1933, by a person not being the manufacturer; and 
(c) four and the weight of flour used in the manufacture 
of goods specified in the Schedule to the Flour Tax Act 
(No. 3), 1933, imported into Australia after the passing of 
that Act, and before July 1, 1934. The goods specified in 
the Schedule to the Act are as follows:—macaroni, vermi- 
celli, spaghetti, biscuits, cakes, gluten bread, gluten flour, 
diabetic bread, diabetic flour, Benger’s food, passover bread, 
cold water pastes, and starch. 


The Trade Commissioner has also forwarded copies of 
three Resolutions of the Committee of Ways and Means, 
which provide that the rate of the tax in each of the above 
cases shall be £4 5s. per ton. 


[Note.—According to information received from the 
High Commissioner for Australia the tax on imported flour, 
etc., came into force on December 12.]

BRITISH GUIANA 
CONTINUATION OF BILL OF ENTRY TAX 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 
30, 1933 (page 504) and to previous notices regarding the 
Bill of Entry Tax levied in British Guiana, it should be 
noted that the duration of the Bill of Entry Tax Ordinance, 
1932, has been extended until December 31, 1934. Under 
this Ordinance a tax on every Customs bill of entry is levied 
at the rate of 3 per cent. on the value of imported goods to 
be delivered by post, ex ship or from bond for home con- 
sumption by virtue of such entry.

The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’? of December 19, 1933, contains 
an Order, dated December 15, prolonging the period of 
validity of the 100 per cent. surcharge on the rates of the 
general turnover tax by one year, i.e., until December 31,

TURNOVER TAX ON IMPORTS

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF MECHANICAL FANS 
(AGREEMENT WITH SWITZERLAND) 


H.M. Representative at Prague reports that, as the result 
of an Exchange of Notes between the Swiss and Czecho- 
slovak Governments on December 2, 1933, it has been agreed 
that mechanical fans imported into Czechoslovakia are to be 
dutiable under Tariff Nos. 538 (a) 4 and (b) 4 at the rate 
of Ke.

DENMARK 


REVISED RATE OF EXCHANGE FOR IMPORT 
LICENCE PURPOSES 


‘The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Copen- 
hagen reports that, in accordance with a notice issued by 
the Valutakontor of the National Bank, the value of import 
licences will, as from January 17, be converted at the current 
rate of exchange. In the case of licences for United King- 
dom goods conversion will be made at the rate of Kr. 22-25 
to the pound sterling, instead of Kr. 19-20 as hitherto. 


FINLAND 
MARKS OF ORIGIN ON IMPORTED GOODS 


The Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors reports the 
passing of a Law (No. 13) on January 10 authorising the 
Government to introduce a system of compulsory marks of 
origin on any goods for which an indication of origin may 
appear desirable. The Law provides, inter alia, that the 
Government shall have the right to decree that particular 
classes of goods imported from abroad and intended for sale 
in Finland, or the packings of the said goods, shall, before 


‘they are cleared through the Customs House, be furnished 


with a mark of origin indicating the country of production 
or origin of the goods. Raw materials and semi-finished pro- 
ducts are not to be subject to marking requirement. The 
regulations for the application and enforcement of this Law 
are to be issued by Decree. 


FRANCE 


ISSUE OF LICENCES FOR CERTAIN 
INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘B.T.J.”’ of Janu- 
ary 4 (pages 22-4) regarding the extension of the French 
quota system to certain additional articles, it should be 
noted that the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of January 26 publishes 
the form of application for licences and the schedule of 
particulars to be supplied by importers in connection there- 
with. Copies of these forms may be seen by persons inter- 
ested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1. Persons desiring copies for use 
must, however, obtain them from the usual trade sources in 
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France (the ‘‘ Service des contingentements ” will not supply 
forms after January 31). 


As from February 5 the ‘‘ Service d’application des con- 
tingentements, 22, avenue Victor-Emmanuel III, Paris,’ 
will no longer entertain applications for licences to import 
goods during the current quarter. As regards those chemi- 
cals, etc., for which licences are issued by the ‘‘ Office des 
produits chimiques, 101, rue de Grenelle, Paris,’’ applica- 
tions in respect of this quarter will, however, continue to be 
received until further notice. 


LICENCE TAXES ON CERTAIN FRUIT 
REDUCED 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Janu- 
ary 11 (page 69) regarding the licence taxes on certain 
agricultural produce imported into France (except Saar) 
and Algeria under licence or quota certificate, it should be 
noted that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of January 20 
contains a Decree, dated January 19, reducing the licence 
taxes on certain fruit as follows, the reduced rates to 
operate until April 15 only :— 


Dessert pears—from 175 to 60 frs. per 100 kilogs. 


Dessert apples—from 125 to 40 frs. per 100 kilogs. 


Fresh plums, peaches, nectarines, apricots, cherries, straw- 
berries, ordinary dessert grapes, black currants, goose- 
berries, quinces and almonds—from 125 to 60 frs. per 
100 kilogs. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of January 20 announces 
that applications for licences in respect of the import into 
France of sweetened egg yolks (ex Tariff No. 34C), walnuts 
(ex Tariff No. 85), and cauliflower for sauerkraut (Tariff 
No. 168 bis) should be addressed to the ‘‘ Ministére de 
agriculture (direction de l’agriculture, 6e bureau), 78, rue 
de Varenne, Paris (7e),’’ before February 10. 


MODIFIED QUOTAS FOR CERTAIN COTTON 
TISSUES 


With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ 


(pages 150-3) regarding the increase of certain United King- 


dom quotas during the current quarter, H.M. Ambassador 
at Paris has been informed by the French Government that 
they have decided to make an alteration as regards certain 
cotton quotas. Thus, the quota for tissues of pure or mixed 
cotton, the cotton predominating, plain, twilled or drills, 
bleached or scoured, whether mercerised or not (Tariff Nos. 
405, ex 436 and 406 bis), which had been increased to 100 
per cent., has been reduced again to 25 per cent., i.e. to 
16 quintals, while the quota for tissues of pure or mixed 
cotton, the cotton predominating, brilliants or figured, in- 
cluding sponge-cloth, honeycomb and similar tissues, un- 
bleached, bleached, dyed, made with dyed yarn, etc., whether 
mercerised or not (Tariff Nos. ex 411, 412, 412 bis, ex 436 
and 406 bis) has been increased from 25 to 100 per cent., i.e. 
to 164 quintals. 


FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of January 23 and 24 
contains a series of Decrees and Orders which extend the 
system of restricting imports into France to specified quotas 
to apply in the manner shown below to certain additional 
articles : — 


Woop Straw AND Woop Woo. 


In virtue of a Decree and Order of January 22, the import 
of these commodities is permitted only under individual 
licence issued on the advice of the ‘‘ Comité interprofes- 
sionnel des importations de bois, 5, rue de Condé, Paris 
(6e),’’ to whom applications should be addressed before 
February 15, giving particulars of imports during the years 
1931, 1932 and 1933. The fee for the issue of licences is 
fixed at 50 centimes per quintal or part thereof. The restric- 
tions are nominally made retrospective to January 1, but 
goods sent direct to France before January 23 will be 
admitted without licence. 


Licence Tax on Wood Straw and Wool.—A further Decree 
of January 22 provides that persons importing wood straw 
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or wood wool into France (except Saar) and Algeria under 
licence or quota certificate are to pay a special tax of 7 Irs. 
per 100 kilogs. if not gummed, dyed or prepared, and of 
10 frs. per 100 kilogs. if dyed, chemically prepared or 
gummed. This tax will be levied in the same way as the 
Statistical Tax at the time of declaration to the Customs 
for consumption. 


Oit Fruits anp SEEps, O1Ls 


A Decree and Orders, dated January 22, apply restrictions 
to the under-mentioned oil fruits and seeds and fixed 
vegetable oils.

NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTION ON ARTIFICIAL SILK 
PIECE-GOODS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague 
has forwarded particulars of a Royal Decree (No. 14 of 
January 19, 1934) which restricts the importation into the 
Netheriands, during the period January 1 to December 31, 
1934, of woven fabrics and other materials (a) of artificial 
silk; (b) of artificial silk in admixture with other textiles 
than wool and natural silk, to 20 per cent. of the average 
annual value of imports from each individual country dur- 
ing the basis years 1931 and 1932, with a proviso that such 
quota shall not exceed 30 per cent. of the average annual 
quantity imported in those years.

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ” of January 20 contains a Decree 
of January 19 which makes provisions for the encouragement 
of cotton-growing in Spain. 


It provides, inter alia, for the free distribution of cotton 
seed and also for the fixing of prices for raw cotton grown 


in Spain. 


In order to defray the expenses involved, an additional 
duty of 5 centimos per kilog. gross, or one of 5-3 centimos per 
kiiog. net, is to be levied on all raw cotton imported into 
Spain, and in stock, as from January 20.

IMPORT OF FROZEN MEAT 


Under existing legislation the import of frozen meat into 
Spain is allowed provided that it is to be used for the 


manufacture of sausages. 


Owing to the fact that the market 


has become over-stocked, a Decree of January 18 has been 
issued, suspending the import of such meat until the excess 


has been absorbed.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1934 


PREVIOUS RECORD BEATEN BY TWO 
ACRES 


Some weeks ago it was evident that the 1934 
British Industries Fair, reflecting the present move- 
ment towards trade recovery, would be of record pro- 
portions. The latest figures show that the demand 
for space has continued to grow, while, in response 
to information sent abroad, the Department of Over- 
seas Trade reports a flood of enquiries for British goods 
from overseas buyers all over the world. 


An area of over three-quarters of a million sq. ft. has 
been booked by exhibitors at the three sections of the 
Fair, Olympia and the White City, London, and Castle 
Bromwich, Birmingham. Total allotments at the 1933 
Fair, which itself was larger than any of its pre- 
decessors, amounted to 708,100 square feet, or just 
over two acres less than the forthcoming display. 
The additional area alone this year is almost as large 
as the first Fair, held in 1915, when all the exhibits 
occupied 88,000 square feet. 


Enquiries for goods to be shown at the London 
Sections of the Fair have come from buyers in 61 
countries and are for a great variety of goods, ranging 
from red phosphorus for the manufacture of matches 
in Japan to jewellery and earthenware for South Africa, 
fancy goods novelties for the United States, photo- 
graphic specialities for Brazil, women’s handbags for 
France, shirtings for Cuba, glassware for Australia, 
patent medicines for Greece, and a number of articles 
for Holland. 


The last-named country, closely followed, however, 
by the Irish Free State, has provided the largest 
number of enquiries. Other countries well represented 
are Germany, Denmark, Belgium, France, Switzer- 
land, India and Canada. 5 


Posters, showcards, illustrated leaflets and other 
material advertising the Fair have been widely dis- 
tributed in all countries which provide markets or 
potential markets for British goods. The publicity 
material sent abroad is printed in nine different lan- 
guages, 


It includes 400,000 brochures and folders, 600,000 
poster stamps, 5,000 large posters and 16,000 show- 
cards, 


In addition the following material is being distributed 
within the United Kingdom: 8,500 sixteen-sheet 
posters, 11,000 smaller posters, 7,000 showcards, 
2,000,000 poster stamps, 150,000 folders and 25,000 
miscellaneous window bills, etc. 


NEW DISPLAY: MEN’S WEAR 


London’s sartorial leadership will be well emphasised 
at the British Industries Fair this year, for which the 
authorities are arranging a display of men’s garments 
suitable for every occasion made by one of the leading 
London tailors. The idea atthe back of this exhibit is 
to illustrate the changes that are taking place in men’s 
clothes and to prove the fallacy of the statement 
that there is never anything new or any alteration of 
** line.’’ 


With this aim in view, each model will carry a card 
enumerating its particular style points and features, 
and indicating wherein lies the difference between it 
and its predecessors. This in itself will help to guide 
tailors and overseas buyers who come from all over 
the world to the British Industries Fair, and will give 
them a true impression of what the well-dressed man 
is going to wear for the coming twelve months. 
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EXHIBITIONS AND FAIRS—Continued 


Hitherto there has been no practical demonstration : 
manufacturers, merchants and tailors have all had to 
rely upon reports given by trade newspapers for their 
information; now this omission will be made good and 
the garments on show will be models in the true sense 
of the word, while the materials from which they are 
made will illustrate that Great Britain produces the 
best type of cloth for every conceivable purpose.

the assistance which the members could give to in- 
dustry as a whole, for that was obvious to everybody; 
but he would like to say how much each member would 
be able to assist the Board in many different branches 
and in many different ways. 


The President referred to the extent to which the 
British Industries Fair, which received the whole- 
hearted support of at least three Government Depart- 
ments, depended for its success on the application of 
art to industry in one form or another. He expressed 
the opinion that in that region alone there was a wide 
opening for work and for the improvement of the pro- 
duction of many commodities. He knew that their 
assistance and counsel would be given unstintedly and 
he hoped that their work would be pleasant and 
profitable. 


The Chairman, Mr. Frank Pick, thanked the Pre- 
sident for being present at the opening ot the pro- 
ceedings, and explained that, while being well aware of 
the honour which he had done them by inviting them 
to be members, they were equally aware of the 
immensity of the task which they had before them. 
In his opinion the only way of approaching the problem 
was to deal with it trade by trade. The British Indus- 
tries Fair, as the President had mentioned, should be 
studied extremely closely from the point of view of 
the achievements attained and the needs which there 
may be for other attainments. In his opinion, only 
through strict co-ordination of the trade with educa- 
tion will come success in establishing this better 
relationship. 


AIMS OF THE COMMITTEE 


The Chairman reminded the members of the Council that 
they were the successors of many ventures, both official and 
private, which attempted to work out a true and proper 
relationship between art and industry. He suggested that 
if the aims were modest and perseverance was sustained 
they would probably be surprised at the fruits of their 
labours after a time. A closer union must be brought about 
between the designer and the manufacturer. Equally must 
an attempt be made to educate the consumer, starting in the 
primary and especially in the secondary schools. The status 
and opportunity of the designer were worthy of attention. 
Sometimes the counting house control was too strong for the 
designer, and in addition machinery was sometimes a little 
uncivilised and out of control. The manager of the average 
works and the designer therein much each be helped to find 
a common ground in which to solve their problems. Art and 
technical schools must be brought more closely together, and 
both must be connected more closely with industry. It was 
agreed that trade organisations could be of the utmost 
value to the Council in carrying out their work.

Committees should now be set up, not all at once, but one 
by one, to tackle the problem of improvement, commencing 
with the industries which seemed ripe for exploration. 
Kach should be composed half of members of the Council 
and half co-opted from outside. 


ForRMATION OF INDUSTRIAL COMMITTEES 


After a general discussion it was unanimously agreed to 
set up a Silver and Allied Industries Committee to look 
thoroughly into the question of design in this industry as it 
existed to-day, and, in co-operation with the Director and 
Authorities of the Victoria and Albert Museum, to hold a 
sectional exhibition of the work of this industry so presented 
in parallel as to illustrate the past and the present craft 
work and commercially-produced articles in every-day use. 


Among other Committees which it was suggested should 
be set up in the near future was one for pottery, with a view 
to enquiring into and reporting upon the place and status 
of the designer in the pottery industry. 


The Council did not aim at establishing any style or 
standard of taste in any sense, but merely at assisting in the 
training of the minds of the public by directing them into 
proper channels with a view to making their own decisions 
in such questions. 


The Council as a whole would meet to consider educational 
problems. 


It was agreed to meet monthly and to set up additional 
Committees at the next monthly meeting so that several 
topics could be followed up at one time and the technique 
of the new Council established on a wide and clear basis. 


CHINESE WEIGHTS AND MEASURES LAW 


With reference to the notice on this subject in the 
‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 28, 1933 (page 916), the 
Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai reports that no 
detailed regulations have yet been issued. It is under- 
stood, however, that invoices should be made out in 
conformity with the metric system and, in order to 
avoid confusion, goods should also be marked according 
to that system. 


The units to be employed for this purpose are metres, 
litres and kilogrammes of the international metric 
standard and not the Chinese adaptations thereof.
